“WHAT THINK YE OF THE CHRIST?” 


§ the personal or historical life of Jesus. 


HAY: 4 Man has found that he needs to look 

oa beyond the personality of Jesus to the 
impersonal and mystical Christ. He looks to 
that mystical presence that is divine, heaven- 
sent. Men may argue and dispute over theo- 
logical doctrines, they may disagree about 
many things in the history of Jesus, but the 
man who has received the great illumination is 
concerned only about the mystical presence. 

We are reminded of a woman who traveled 
far and wide, visited many great churches, 
sought for comfort within them, hoped to find 
some religious charm or material relic of some 
spiritual person or thing, which she might ever 
carry with her as a shield or earnest of victory 
in her life’s experiences. One day, in a famous 
old church, she was led to confide to one of the 
ministers that she had always hoped to find 
some charm against evil. She felt that some- 
time she would receive some gift that would 
protect her from sin and fear, something that 
would always assure her of health and joy and 
peace. 

The minister, who had long seen many of 
the faithful of his church look to material or 
outer things in their worship without grasping 
the inner truths he tried to convey to them, 
said, “But, my dear lady, you have the greatest 
charm of all. You have. within you, in the 
secret places of your soul, the very heart of 
Christ. It is the greatest charm of all. Its 
value far surpasses the wealth of the world. Its 
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power to cast out evil is unsurpassed. Its power 
of protection is unlimited. In order to use it, 
in order to have it work its magic for you, your 
own heart must be right. It must be purified 
of all thought of evil. Go forth with the heart 
of Christ and conquer your world.” 

To this man of saintly vision she turned in 
surprise and joy. Christ in her? His heart 
in her? She could carry His loving heart with 
her? How could any thought of evil or fear 
reach her when she bore such a sacred charm? 
She had been taught something of the mystical 
Christ. It was by far the greatest lesson she 
had ever received. What did she think of 
Christ? Her whole being was flooded with a 
strange light. She felt the presence of His 
heart within her. She went bearing the heart 
of the mystical Christ. In the old church she 
had found the charm she sought. 


Afterwards she told the minister that this 
experience had changed her whole life. With 
the heart of Christ in her, there was a new 
guard over her thoughts. Her fears vanished. 
Her health improved. Her doubts fled. Her 
enemies changed to friends. Life in general 
went through a big change. 

What do you think of Christ? How can you 
be unhappy, fearful, or ill, if you have grasped 
this truth? How could you find disappointment 
or sorrow or failure, since it is your good for- 
tune to bear the heart of Christ? A material, 
fleshly, palpitating heart? No, a holy, sacred, 
and mystical heart that will cause your own 
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heart to beat with a new love. A heart that is 
the very foundation of your own heart. A 
heart that loves when you would fear or falter. 
A heart that will put new courage in your own 
heart. 

What do you think of Christ? Do you look 
to the history or life of Jesus of two thousand 
years ago for help, or do you look to the mysti- 
cal Christ, that divine presence within you 
which is mighty to carry you through any situ- 
ation and make you victorious? Can anything 
of the external world defeat you when you re- 
alize that in you Christ goes forth to victory? 
Can any person harm you when you have in 
your midst the very presence of Christ? 

Heaven’s gift to suffering humanity was the 
Master Jesus with His Christ message. He 
turned men to the Christ within themselves. 
He showed them their Christhood. He revealed 
to them that they are not things of dust, mat- 
ter, and disease. He revealed to men their god- 
hood. He declared their spiritual aristocracy. 

Do not think of external things as able to 
defeat or thwart you. Go forth each day in the 
conscious realization that you have something 
within you that is divine. Let this divine pres- 
ence shed its rays of love upon your environ- 
ment and your life. 

You will come to think of Christ in a new 
way and, best of all, you will think of yourself 
in a strange, new way. You will think Christ- 
like thoughts. You will behold Christ coming 
forth to glorify your heavenly Father. 













HOW HEALING TAKES PLACE 


= HE modus operandi of healing through 
wi prayer is very simple, even though 
sometimes not so easy for the individ- 

= ual to understand. First we must un- 
derstand our mental life and appreciate some- 
thing of its bearing upon the physical. 
Thoughts and emotions have been so definitely 
analyzed and studied that today there is no 
doubt whatever about the relation of thought 
to health. Thoughts of a certain type produce 
physical conditions which we know as disease. 
They bring about some sort of a mental chem- 
istry that produces a change of the chemical 
contents in the body, thereby producing abnor- 
mal or pathological conditions. 


A large number of illustrations could be 
given showing how thought plays upon the body. 
In some instances thought produces a conges- 
tion of blood in one part, thereby robbing an- 
other part of the body of the blood supply it 
should have. Even the simplest thought of self- 
consciousness will cause a person’s face to flush 
with an abnormal supply of blood. We dismiss 
an exhibition of this kind with the simple 
thought or statement: He was so embarrassed 
his face turned red. The comical aspect was 
quite different from the little drama enacted in 
the human body. Here the thought almost in- 
stantly caused blood to be drawn from other 
parts of the body and to be rushed to the face 
and neck. Who can say to what extent other 
organs or parts of the body suffered? Who can 
tell what physical condition of grave conse-

quence would have been produced if the blush- 
ing had continued for a long period of time? 

We also have the instance where an individ- 
ual through a thought of fear causes his face 
to blanch and the blood supply to be tempora- 
rily withheld from circulating through large 
areas of blood vessels in the face. What if this 
uneven circulation were kept up for a while? 
How do we know but that the internal organs 
are blanched, too, through fright? Can we any 
longer doubt that thought can disturb the body 
forces or equalize them, can produce congestion 
or anemia? Can we doubt that thought can 
instantly choke off an organ’s blood supply, its 
nutrition, or can overfeed it? 

If certain thoughts produce certain visible 
manifestations upon the body, what about other 
thoughts and other physical conditions? Is it 
not possible that certain thoughts, acting like 
the thought of fear, withhold life and blood 
supply from an organ and cause a wasting 
away, that certain thoughts, like self-conscious- 
ness, cause a congestion of blood and body 
forces and produce tumors and such conditions? 


How does healing through prayer take 
place? What is its modus operandi? Prayer acts 
as a balance upon the thought and the body 
forces. When the body forces are equalized 
there can be no anemia in one part of the body 
and a congestion or blush in the other. Best 
of all, prayer relieves and removes old chronic 
adverse thoughts. The thought that produces 
a blush or a blanched condition of the face for 
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a moment or two may be of little consequence 
but the thought of anger, jealousy, revenge, or 
discouragement that could hold an internal or 
vital organ in its grip for months or years 
could do serious damage to the health. Healing 
through prayer turns the individual from his 
adverse thought. 

Thoughts of God, thoughts of love and trust, 
thoughts of healing neutralize the action of 
thoughts of evil. When we ascend to the spir- 
itual heights where we know only God and His 
love, we shall break the power of mental law, 
the action of our adverse thoughts upon our 
health. We shall arrive at the place where we 
are unconscious of the body, since it will no 
longer speak its pain through congestions or 
starvation from lack of love. 

The modus operandi of healing is quite 
simple. God’s method of operating in us is 
purely this: His work takes place when we no 
longer set up adverse thoughts as barriers. The 
individual who knows God in the midst of him 
is neither self-conscious nor afraid. The per- 
son who gives up adverse thought for God can- 
not produce through adverse thought those con- 
ditions we have mentioned. God works when 
we no longer think against Him. His work is 
healing at all times. 


Through prayer we lose sight of the adverse 
thought that has caused disease, and realize the 
healing presence of God. His healing streams 
flow through us, and we are purified, vitalized, 
strengthened, and healed. 
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AGREE WITH THY GOD QUICKLY 


wF YOU have been in the habit of agree- 
<? ing quickly with the “devil” adverse 
#4 thought, you will welcome something 

™ that will encourage you to agree with 
God. If you have mentally agreed to adverse 
beliefs without questioning their truth or legit- 
imacy when they were first presented to you, 
you will now question any thought which is not 
in agreement with the mind of God. 

You have been taught to “agree with thine 
adversary quickly.” There is a certain psy- 
chological law back of such an admonition. Dis- 
agreeing with your adversary or with anything 
will quite likely put you in an adverse state of 
mind. You are to agree with him personally 
even though you do not consent to his beliefs. 
This is your only step in order to pave the way 
for mental harmony. In the language of one 
little boy in a Sunday school class, the reason 
for agreeing with your adversary is “to keep 
from starting a scrap.” Agreeing with your 
adversary is purely negative in the beginning. 
The purpose is negative even though your own 
mental attitude must be positive and affirmative 
to handle the situation. 


Disagreeing with your adversary would but 
lead to more disagreement. The study of Truth 
teaches us not to disagree with persons and 
things. One woman tells us that her brother 
is more agreeable since he studied Truth. No 
doubt, many of us have noticed that we do not 
disagree with persons and things as we for- 
merly did. 














Have you learned to agree quickly with 
God? Remember His will for you is peace, joy, 
health, and plenty. Do you agree to this, or 
do you think of something else as true? Agree- 
ing with God is strictly positive. You agree 
with that which is for your highest good. You 
agree to accept peace and joy and health and 
plenty from Him. You agree not to believe in 
the presence or power of anything adverse. 
Agreeing with God is primarily mental but 
becomes the means whereby you are trans- 
ported to the heights of heaven. Even your 
most material or intellectual thought about God 
becomes spiritual as your thought develops. 
You reach the place where you consider noth- 
ing else but God. You lose sight of that which 
has seemed to be in opposition to Him. You 
agree to accept some measure of His love only 
to become fully absorbed in Him and to find 
yourself in complete agreement with Him. 
When you find yourself consenting to belief 
in the power of disease, turn to Truth and God 
and agree with Him quickly. Agree with Him 
that you are whole and well. Possibly you have 
been agreeing with the adversary, the adverse 
belief in disease, too long. You may have been 
making too many denials and not enough af- 
firmations. You have been so diligent in deny- 
ing disease that it has appeared more real to 
you. You have not only agreed with your ad- 
versary but you have stayed with him so long 
that you have actually consented to his reality 
and power. You should agree with your adver- 
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AGREE WITH THY GOD QUICKLY 


sary only for the ultimate purpose of giving 
him the finishing blow: agreeing with God. 

Your adversary—whether it be a belief in 
evil, fear, disease, or failure—receives his de- 
feat when you agree with God. When you ac- 
cept the truth of your unity with God, you can 
no longer be identified with adversity. Your 
affirmative and positive thought paves the way 
for good to come to you and to manifest for 
you. When you consent entirely to Truth and 
think only the spiritual thought, no adversary 
can appear in your life. 

We have been told of instances when holy 
men through their peaceful thought pacified 
vicious animals. Had these been men of an- 
tagonistic thought, they would but have in- 
creased the ferocity of the beasts. Their holy 
thought helped them to agree with their ad- 
versaries. At the same time they agreed with 
God and experienced His love and protection 
and salvation. Here we have examples of the 
negative and the affirmative aspects of agree- 
ment. First, there is the agreement with the 
adversary without assent to the belief in his 
power; secondly, agreement with God and ex- 
perience of His love and protection. 

When you quarrel in your mind with your- 
self and your problems, you are not agreeing 
with your adversary. Agreeing with your ad- 
versary is short work and amounts to his dis- 
missal from your thought and presence. When 
you agree with God, you make room for His 
thought to the exclusion of all else. 











THURSDAY, DECEMBER 1

GZINXIETY and worry very plainly show 
m that the individual is giving his 
thought to something other than God. 
He is anxious because he believes that 
some presence and power other than God, the 
one Presence and Power in Truth, will conspire 
against him. He is worried because he builds 
up an attitude of mind in which he sees himself 
overpowered by something external to himself. 


Anxiety is overcome when we see things in 
the right light—seeing God as all in all. We 
reéducate our ‘mind away from thinking 
thoughts of anxiety to thinking thoughts of 
faith in God. We cease to think of external 
things as having power over us and our affairs, 
and we know the truth that God alone has 
power. Getting rid of anxiety is a matter of 
change of belief. 


Are you anxious about external things and 
their condition? If you are, then you may know 
that you have not given sufficient thought to 
God. When you realize the power of God within 
you, you cannot be concerned about things 
around you. Your contact with God will cause 
all situations to be righted. Give up the anxious 
thought for one of trust.

We 
discover that He is within and about us. We 
come to the final realization that in Spirit there 
is no place for anything but the presence of 
God, no place for evil in any form or guise.

If you believe that your pros- 
perity can be taken from you or withheld from 
you for any reason, your faith in God is not 
complete. If you believe that external situa- 
tions and things can affect your life, you 
weaken your faith in God in the midst of you. 

He must be- 
lieve in some higher power in order to vanquish 
that which appears in his life as having power 
to defeat him. He must have faith in himself. 
He must know that there is that within his 
breast which can never be thwarted, never 
overcome.

Persons and things can affect 
you only according to your thought about them. 
You may fear a person, and he may not have 
any intention of harming you or any ability to 
do so. You might even entertain a fear thought 
about some one who is your best friend at 
heart and, by dwelling on it, mesmerize your- 
self into an almost overwhelming fear. You 
can see that, primarily, the fear thought must 
be treated as impersonal. You overcome it by 
the realization that through Christ in you, you 
are strong and fearless. 

When your consciousness of courage in- 
creases, you will lose sight of all fear.

The peaceful person has peace thoughts. He 
realizes that nothing in all this world can de- 
stroy the peace of God within him.

The secret of being peaceful is revealed to 
us through the study of Truth. We are taught 
to keep our thought on God. If we do this, we 
cannot think of ungodlike things. We cannot 
give power to something other than God when 
we realize Truth. We cannot think of external 
things as destroying our peace when we know 
it is established in Christ within us.

SSAHEN we think that we are deserted, our

He is freed of 
24 the habit of thinking adverse thoughts 
—those of inharmony, hate, fear, dis- 
ease, and failure. He becomes one with Divine 
Mind. He enters spiritual consciousness and 
finds that in Truth there are only the high, 
positive, and absolute thoughts of God. 


Could we keep our minds fixed on God, we 
should think only His thoughts. We could not 
think of God and think hate and fear. We could 
not think of God and His life in us and think 
thoughts of disease.
